A Wooderfal Dakota Well. 

The reports from the artesian well 
at Huron, N. D., show that it is the 
most wonderful well known to exist. 
The water spouts up to a distance 
ot about 100 feet, and the amount that 
flows from the well is tremendous, 
being estimated at from 8,000 to 10,000 
gallons a minute. Even at the lowest 
figures enough water is ejected to 
furnish every man, woman and child in 
the state of North Dakota with at least 
four gallons of water every four hours. 

As to the pressure, that has not yet 
been fully ascertained, but from tests 
already made it is known to be consider¬ 
ably more than 300 pounds to the square 
inch. With a fair test it is likely to 
reach 328 pounds. The pressure has 
steadily increased in the last three days, 
and may exceed the above figures.—Cor. 
Rochester Post-Express.
